Federation

Teachers has reportedly filed a 
complaint with the Federal Equal 
E m p lo y m e n t 
Opportunity 
Commission alleging discrimination 
against female coaches by Lompoc 
Unified School District. 
In a press release signed by Bob 
Rich, president of the LFT, it is 
alleged that the district pays the 
coaches of girls’ athletic teams less 
money, that the district does not 
provide assistant coaches for girls’ 
sports programs, 
and 
that the 
district uses the designation: “ girls’ 
coach” in contrast to the coaches of 
boys’ sports who are designated 
“ head coach’ or “ assistant coach.’’ 
In a newsletter which elaborates 
on the question, the LFT describes 
the action as a “ sex discrimination 
complaint,” and asks retroactive 
pay for female coaches “ to the time 
and extent the law allows and that 
the pay be adjusted properly from 
now on to reflect equal pay for equal 
work.”

Government promises 


fair fuel allocations 


Planners send comprehensive 
zoning ordinance to council

last night gave its blessing to a draft 
revision of the city’s comprehensive 
zoning ordinance and dropped it in 
the lap of the city council. 


The 
ordinance 
was 
originally 
approved in the mid-1960s. A1 Autry, 
community development director, 
told the commission: “ This is the 
first major step in cleaning up the 
ambiguities that developed since the 
. present ordinance was written. ’ ’ 
The revision boils the city’s zones 
down to 15, deletes the Highway 
Commercial (HC) and substitutes 
the 
designation, 
Planned 
Commercial Development (PCD); 
and 
clarifies 
central 
business 
district zoning (C-2-R). 
Autry 
said 
the 
PCD 
zone 
designation 
would 
give 
greater 
flexibility to the property owner 


who wanted to develop greater 
control of the standards by the city. 


In 
previous 
actions, 
the 
commission 
approved 
some 
rezonings 
to 
bring 
the 
land 
designations into consistency with 
the general plan as mandated by 
state law. 
Before the favorable vote was 
taken, Autry noted that a new 
section on enforcement procedures 
had been added at the suggestion of 
Alan 
Davidson, 
Lompoc 
city 
attorney.

related to the action at hand were 
also 
raised. 
Jo h n 
Rios, 
representative of 
Lompoc 
Elks 
Lodge received assurances that his 
organization’s chances of building a 
new facility at R Street and Walnut 
Avenue were as good under the 
proposed multiple family zoning as 
it would have been under the old 
commercial manufacturing zoning. 


The present Elks Lodge is located 
on I Street.

fielded an unsuccessful move to 
reconsider the open space zoning 
recommendation voted recently by 
the commission on a parcel of land 
across North H Street from Lompoc 
Airport. Kranig said the owners of 
the land had orginally annexed to 
the city with the understanding that 
they would get certain zoning. 
The proposals by the commission 
will be more restrictive, according 
to some observers, but Autry had 
argued that the land was in the flight 
approach pattern of the airport and 
thus should be controlled more 
strictly. 
Kranig noted that he had been 
absent from the meeting when the 
commission acted on the question.

Under the gasoline allocations, 
filling stations stand to get about 20 
per cent less than their expected 
demand. Sawhill said 
In the average home and school, a 
6 degree reduction in temperature 
means maintaining a 68 degree 
level, federal officials said. All 
other users of home heating oil are 
required to lower thermostats by 10 
degrees, else they might run out of 
oil before winter is over. 
Sawhill said the energy office is 
counting heavily on Americans to 
comply voluntarily with the new 
rules.

Jets can save fuel by slowing down 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Jet airliners on coast-to-coast 


flights could save about 1,000 gallons of fuel simply by 
reducing their cruising speed by about 10 m iles an hour, 
according to Rep Lionel Van Deerlin, D-Calif 


Such a reduction in speed was urged Monday by the 
California Democrat in a letter to William E. Simon, head 
of the Federal Energy Office. 


The congressman said he had been told by airline crew s 
that transcontinental flights travel about 10 m iles an hour 
faster than their most econom ical speed This increases 


their fuel consumption by about 10 per cent, he said 


“Since a four-engine jet consum es something like 10,000 
gallons going cross-country’, the potential savings would run 
to 1,000 gallons per flight,” Van Deerlin said. 


Van Deerlin said airlines had recently agreed to “a token 
reduction” in air speeds but that no one airline would adopt 
slower schedules in the face of com petition. 


He said a reduction in speed of 10 m iles an hour would add 
only about 20 m inutes to the duration of a cross-country 
flight.

The state-owned oil lands in Long Beach and elsewhere 
produce lease royalties—the state’s share of the oil, as 
payment for the lease—of 170,000 barrels a day, he said 
The state currently sells the oil to private oil companies. 
If the state were in the oil business. Brown said, it could 
see that its royalty oil went to Los Angeles, which has been 
having trouble getting enough fuel for its electrical genera­ 
tors, and other cities in a sim ilar plight. The competition 
would help hold oil costs down, he said. 
“California, by legislative action, can empower the 
Public U tilities Commission to regulate private petroleum 
com panies,"

BRUSSELS ( U P I ) — France plans to suggest a world oil 
conference as an alternative to President Nixons proposed 
meeting of m ajor petroleum-using nations. 


French sources said P an s would offer its proposal at 
today’s meeting of the nine European Common M arket 
foreign m inisters to discuss the world wide energy crisis. 
The sources said French Foreign M inister Michel Jobert 
would tell the foreign m inisters that Nixon’s plans for a 
meeting in Washington next month were too “ dram atic” . 


They said France wanted, instead, a U N.-sponsored 
meeting in New York or Geneva open to all nations—oil 
users as well as oil producers.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Republicans on the House 
Judiciary Committee now are satisfied they will play a 
m ajor role in the inquiry into whether there are grounds to 
impeach President Nixon 
But just because most doubts have been erased about the 
even-handedness with which the mem bers and staff will 
pursue the investigation, hardly anyone kids himself that 
the com m ittee’s proceedings will be nonpolitical 
“ Of course it’s going to be politically m otivated,” said 
one com m ittee mem ber, who did not wish to be identified 
“ Were political anim als. The President's a political 
animal. But it'll still be our job to subjugate politics as 
much as possible ” 
Special White House counsel J Fred Buzhardt agrees He 
told a reporter recently “ it will be, I think, in the final 
analysis a political decision” w hether the House votes to 
impeach the President. 
But even if political considerations inevitably play a 
large part in the direction the com m ittee takes 
in its 
report and whether the House votes for impeachment -the 
fears voiced by some Republican congressmen that the 
whole affair will be blatantly partisan appear to have been 
mollified 
“ I was terribly worried in October and November that 
the D em ocrats would bulldozer the inquiry and they would 
jam through articles of im peachm ent ... and drag out the 
inquiry and keep it going until next fall.” said Rep Robert 
M 
McClory, R-IU , second-ranking Republican on the 
com m ittee. 
Now, he says, he no longer is worried He and other GOP 
com m ittee m em bers are satisfied the inquiry into possible 
im peachment of the President is moving with appropriate 
speed and that they will have a key role 
Just how m ajor that role will be may become clear when 
the White House follows through on Buzhardt’s threat to 
resist any com m ittee effort to get presidential documents. 
Republicans agree with D em ocrats that the com m ittee not 
only has a right to such m aterial, but that the documents 
are necessary if the House is to m ake a fair determ ination. 
Many Americans will be disappointed, though, if they 
expect another W atergate television spectacle. Not only 
will there probably be no TV, there may not even be 
hearings, open or closed And it will be a long tim e before 
the inquiry goes public. 
The earliest guess for a House vote on w hether to 
impeach Nixon is som etim e in May. If there is a Senate 
trial, it would extend at least into m id-summer, close to 
November when Americans will elect a new House of 
Representatives and one-third of the Senate. 
Attorney General William B. Saxbe said last weekend the 
com m ittee’s impeachment investigation could be delayed 
indefinitely if Nixon invokes executive privilege and 
refuses to turn over tapes and documents. 
A highly placed staffer on the Judiciary Com m ittee 
believes that the President’s chief defense will be to 
contend publicly that the proceedings are “ politically 
m otivated,” the same defense taken in all 12 im peachm ents 
in the past 
Believing that recommending articles of impeachment 
would be fruitless if the vote w ere 21 Dem ocrats for and 17 
Republicans against. Chairm an P eter W. Rodino Jr., D-N. 
J., has attem pted to convince the public the im peachment 
inquiry is bipartisan 
Rep Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., ranking com m ittee 


Republican, was dissatisfied since Doar also worked for 
D em ocratic 
adm inistrations and is registered as an 
independent voter. 
So Hutchinson hired Albert E Jenner. a noted Chicago 
trial attorney who worked on federal investigations of the 
John F. Kennedy assassination and urban riots, to head a 
staff of m inority counsel. 
The GOP m em bers emphasized that Jenner and other 
minority counsel are not there to defend Nixon. The 
President will have his own counsel if he feels he needs it, 
and the com m ittee Republicans consciously are keeping 
their distance from the W:hite House to avoid charges of 
impropriety. 
The purpose of the com m ittee’s inquiry is solely to 
discover the facts—not to uncover and publicize the 
W atergate scandal as the Senate W atergate com m ittee did, 
and not to determ ine w hether crim inal charges should be 
brought against anyone besides the President, as Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaw orski is doing 
Thirteen congressm en have introduced im peachment 
resolutions. Most concern W atergate and related acts, but 
others would have Nixon impeached for impounding 
appropriated funds; for secretly ordering bombing in 
Cambodia and illegal dom estic spying; for campaign 
corruption; 
for dism antling the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, and for “ paralyzing the governm ent” and 
inviting contem pt of it. 
Rep. Charles E. Wiggins, R-Calif., calls the charges like 
impounding and Cambodia bombing “ frivolous,” and 
argues Nixon should not be thrown out of office for things 
his 
predecessors 
also 
may 
have 
done. 
He 
says 
im peachment should come only if Nixon is proved guilty of 
crim inal acts. 
There will be some com m ittee determ ination, however, 
on some or all of the charges. The inquiry has begun 
gathering steam and it appeared there was nothing Nixon 
could do to stop it. His issuance of “ white papers” on the 
ITT and dairy scandals last week caused hardly a ripple on 
the im peachment staff, one aide said. 
Nixon’s popularity declined sharply in 1973, reaching a 
low of 27 per cent after he fired Special Prosecutor 
Archibald Cox on Oct. 20. Congressmen responded to that 
move with impeachment resolutions. 
The latest poll on im peachm ent sentiment, conducted in 
November, showed that 44 per cent favored im peachment 
and 45 do not. A poll Dec. 7-10 showed his popularity rose by 
from 27 to 29 per cent The mail to the Judiciary Committee 
now is running 11-1 against Nixon, compared with 35-1 
im mediately after the Cox firing. 
Still working actively for impeachment are the American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union 
(ACLU), 
the 
Am ericans 
for 
D em ocratic Action (ADA), and the AFLCIO. They are 
buttressed by groups which already have scheduled 
p r o i m p e a c h m e n t 
d e m o n s t r a t i o n s . 
P ro-Ni xon 
dem onstrators a l s o have formed coalitions. 
What effect any of this will have on Congress is not 
certain. 
Several 
com m ittee 
m em bers 
say 
their 
constituents’ sentim ents on im peachment will not influence 
their vote. 
The only barom eter of House sentim ent was on Nov. 16 
when it voted 233-136 to keep alive and eventually pass a bill 
allocating $1 million to the com m ittee for its proceedings. 
The debate was heavily partisan 
The House will get another chance, probably by the end of 


this month, to vote on an impeachment related issue 
One of the com m ittee's first acts when the 93rd Congress 
begins its second session Monday will be to send to the floor 
a resolution asking for subpoena power 
But McClory 
believes the anticipated controversy will be moot because 
Rodino will agree to share with Hutchinson the authority to 
issue subpoenas 
In October, when it thought it had subpoena power, the 
com m ittee voted 21-17 strictly along party lines to vest the 
sole authority in Rodino Republicans, led by Rep Tom

I do now." 
Hubbard weighed in at 273 pounds before 
taking the oath of office from his son John 
He did not weigh the heads of 19 city 
departments but he told them earlier that 
if they did not lose weight—from two to 10 
pounds — he would suspend them 
"The fat guys around here don't do much 
work," Hubbard said "They eat too much 
and get drowsy and then drink a beer for 
lunch and then it’s all over for the day " 
When Hubbard campaigned last fall for 


re-election to his 15th term 
a national 
record for major c itie s-h e complained 
that his 283 pounds were too much The 5* 
foot-11 inch Hubbard has weighed as much 
as 327 pounds. 
It was the liveliest issue of the campaign 
but not the most controversial in his long 
political career 
Hubbard set up a government in exile in 
1950 across the Detroit River in Canada in 
an attem pt to thwart a libel suit He finally 
overcame it and several ensuing wrangles 
with state and federal officials 
He also claims he was the first mayor in 
the United States to punch a time clock in 
1943 and was the first, in 1968. to sign up for 
Medicare 
Despite his controversial policies and 
actions. 
Dearborn voters support 
him 
overwhelmingly He received 82 per cent of 
the vote last November

Enterprising young inventor 
comes up with spiral escalator 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
History 
generally 
looks 
fondly upon that breed of 
young, genius inventors who 
go without sleep, meals and 
life’s many niceties—to be 
m idwife 
to 
their 
own 
mechanical creations. 


One modem inventor who 
says his destiny is to leave 
the 
w orld 
som eth in g 
important 
is 
33-year-old 
Gilbert 
Luna, 
a 
hard- 
driving. articulate designer 
whose family tree is dotted 
with 
inventors 
and 
may 
even 
descend 
from 
the 
Aztec pyramid builders 


Luna’s pedigree checks 
out, and so does his first big 
invention: The world s first 
spiral escalator. 
After four laborious years 
chained to the ascetic's life, 
and to his small Santa Fe 
Springs machine shop, Luna 
has finally solved the riddle 
of nature’s helix, or spiral. 
Once a gleam in the eyes 
of science fiction authors, 
today it’s a reality—at least 
in 
the 
$100,000 
stainless 
steel, working model whose 
thousands of tiny parts click 
flawlessly in place for wide- 
eyed visitors. 
The "Luna Escalator 
is 
not some rich man’s toy; 
nor is it some splendid new 
spiral staircase. 
When 
the prototype 
is 
finally built, this futuristic 
peoplemover—looking 
every 
inch 
like 
a 
21st 
Century 
sculpture—w ill 
whisk passengers up from 
one to five floors, twisting 
them smoothly around the 
axis 
like 
a 
candy 
cane 
stripe. 
Getting there will be more 
than half the fun. 
Four 
years 
ago 
Luna 
asked some of the nation's 


b rig h test 
a r c h ite c tu ra l, 
scientific and m athem atic 
t h e o r i s t s 
f o r 
h e l p 
harnessing the mysterious 
helix. 


But the nation’s brightest 
came up with a blank. So, 
the 
young 
inventor 
felt 
compelled to fill the void 
Today he has secure patents 
in

covery.

While chances are good 
there are sleek days ahead 
for

The solution, he told me. 
may lie 
in a dual time 
system. 


“We already have divided 
the day into the two time 
zones — a m and p.m .," he 
said. "But there is no good 
reason why they have to be 
on the sam e schedule 
"The p.m. zone could be 
an hour ahead of the a.m. 
zone, as the Eastern time 
zone is an hour ahead of 
Central time. 


"In other words, instead 
of 
observing 
Daylight 
Saving 
Time 
the 
clock 
around, 
we 
would 
have 
Morning Standard Time and 
Evening Daylight Time. 


"The effect would be to 
delay 
the 
twilight’s 
last 
gleaming by an hour while 
holding the dawn’s early 
light in the same time slot." 


I said, “That should make 
everybody happy. But how 
would it work9” 
“ By using two clocks," 
Crepuscule explained. "The 
p.m. clock would have 11 
hours and the a.m. clock 
13." 
I said, "Wouldn't wearing 
two 
watches 
be

"Maybe so," he replied, 
"but it sure beats milking 
by candlelight. "

between Lompoc and Cabrillo. We re pretty much 


committed to our schedules for this < school» year 
Cabrillo has already made some schedule trims, 
including the elimination of four freshman football 
games and one swim meet <at Palos Verdes*, 
according to Bickford 
The school has also 
combined bus trips for the wrestling and basketball 
teams where possible, although, as Bickford said. 
“ That means one team will have to sit around for a 
long time waiting for the other to finish ” 
As far as cutbacks on gym lighting. Bickford 
said, “ We’ve cut out enough light bulbs around 
campus to allow us to use the gym at night 
Both schools will try to avoid long distance road 
trips in future scheduling However, should a 25- 
mile or 50-mile travel limit he imposed by the CIF 
(California Interscholastic Federation i office, both 
valley schools would be hard pressed to meet 
league schedules, let alone to arrange adequate 
non-league competition 
The CIF will hold a state wide meeting in South 
Laguna Beach on Jan 25 and 26, with one of the 
main topics to be how to deal with the energy 
crisis.

Q. I have been trying to find out how to contact Mr. 
Gary Davidson, the top man in the World Football League, 
lam very interested in seeking employment w ith the new 
league. — Ronald Elkin, Oakland, Calif. 
I won t even charge you agency fee. The WFL is spurting 
ahead on a fly pattern. With offices established at 4299 
MacArthur Boulevard, Newport Beach, Calif. 92660. Tele­ 
phone (714) 831-0190. And on Jan. 22, it will hold a draft of 
current pro players (NFL and Canada) so they can be con­ 
tacted if and when they play out their options. New public 
relations veep Don Anderson tells me a multitude of NFL 
vets have already made query. A regular college draft will 
be held Feb. 5 Teams are already set for Boston, New York.

Q Are the rumors true that a World Football League 
w ill come about?

See above. Them ain't rumors. And the old AFL didn’t 
ruin the NFL either. Just made a lot of players a lot more 
bread — and also brought the NFL owners into the 20th cen­ 
tury. Competition is supposed to be the essence of America. 
Q. Is the professional golf school in Florida the only 
one? After finishing, how many players actually make it 
on the tour? Did anyone average pay play last year? If so, 
how much money did he make? — Steve McConnell, Napa, 
Calif. 
The PGA held three regional schools for young pros last 
year in Midland, Tex., Pinehurst, N.C. and Riverside, Calif. 
Twenty-five from each of these qualified for the school 
finals split between Perdido Bay in Pensacola, Fla., and 
Myrtle Beach, S.C. And ultimately 23 young golfers got their 
tour cards. Among them was Lanny Wadkins, who averaged 
718 strokes a round as rookie of the year, won the Sahara 
Open and earned $116,616 (which beats a young engineer's 
pay). Coincident note: rookie John Mahaffey, another good, 
also averaged 71.8 strokes but earned only $57,779 in prize 
money.

sea bass taken trolling, or mooching a live bait when one is 
available. Years ago we used to take a light rod and tackle 
and get small maekeral, which usually got results, with the 
fish running up to 60 pounds 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Both Casitas and Cachuma Lakes have been a good bet 
for the angler who can take the weather, and some large 
trout have been taken, both trolling and bait fishing Bass 
have not been hitting hard Seems they are not active in 
cold water and appear to hide on the bottom. 
Lopez lake in the same condition — few nice trout have 
been taken by the hard bitten anglers 
Margarita Lake good to fair on bass and crappie The 
bass here do not seem to mind the cold, and the dedicated 
bass fisherman is still doing well in this lake 
Local creeks are still too muddy to allow steelhead 
fishing. The sand bars are washed out on most of them and 
no doubt the fish will be coming in to spawn Santa Rosa 
and San Simeon creeks could be a good bet. but they are 
only open Saturdays, Sundays, Wednesdays, and legal 
holidays, season closes February 28 statewide The limit is 
two trout or salmon in this and Monterey county (this 
means two steelhead, irrespective of size). 
So far this year we have not had notice of any trout plants 
in this county.

Bilodeau, president of 
Honeywell Limited of Toron­ 
to. played a round of golf with 
Namath and Mantle and an­ 
other businessman in the 
"Pro-Am" part of the annual 
American Airlines Golf Tour­ 
nament in Puerto Rico. 
Bilodeau, like heads of 
firm s such as General 
Electric, Eastman Kodak 
and Montgomery Ward, bank 
presidents and railroad ty­ 
coons, jumped at the invita­ 
tion by the airlines to go to 
sunny P R. and sniff some of 
the sweaty aura of famous 
athletes.

Consolidation 


It 
was 
welcome 
news 
to 
County 
taxpayers last week to read that the 
o ffic ia ls 
of 
County 
g overn m en t, 
specifically the supervisors, have taken 
action to consolidate well entrenched 
offices for the sake of economy. 
Over the previous years, such moves 
were hinted and even tried but met with 
the resistance of bureaucracy. 


The supervisors last week voted to 
consolidate the offices of the recorder and 
County clerk with one administrative 
head. The savings alone with one chief 
would be more than $20,000 per year. 
Other savings are certain to be apparent 
in the areas of better public service, floor 
space, greater utilization of personnel and 
equipment and utilization of computer 
time and timeliness of service. 
The consolidation will, however, involve 
a hot election contest between the present

County clerk, Howard Menzel, and the

Now that the supervisors have “ bit the 


bullet,” so to speak, it would be well to 
look into other areas of consolidation. 
Chief Administrative Officer Raymond 
Johnson had proposed the creation of a 
Department 
of 
Finance, 
consolidating 
offices 
of 
the 
auditor- 
controller, 
treasurer-public 
administrator, 
tax 
collector and resources and collection 
department. We feel inclined to agree with 
the supervisors that this full consolidation 
would put too much authority for fiscal 
affairs under one head. 
However, it is not without reason to 
study further consolidations of say tax 
collector 
and 
the 
treasurer-public 
administrator or other combinations.

The crunch in England 


England, 
two 
things 
typically 
happen. One set of people talk about 
how bad things really are. And 
another 
set 
writes 
about 
how 
prettily the nightingales are singing 
Thus it was, for instance, in World 
War II, when the lights went out, but 
permitted 
us to appreciate the 
distinctive whiteness of the cliffs of 
Dover. So it is today, when England 
no kidding 
teeters on the brink 
of the greatest parliam entary crisis 
since the general strike of the 20’s. 
And poetic England responds... 
“ ...N atu re 
has 
provided us with a 
succession of green 
dawns,“ writes the 
novelist 
M argaret 
D r a b b l e 
f r o m 
London for the New 
Y o r k 
T i m e s . 
“There has been an 
en o r mo u s 
moon 
gazing 
out 
of 
a 
silver 
sky, 
sur­ 
rounded by stars the 
size of those in a 
nativity 
painting. 
One doesn't notice 
them so well, 
perhaps, when the street lighting 
is more powerful. The lights may 
have gone out on Oxford Street, but 
Oxford Street is horrible at the best 
of times, and elsewhere it is the 
brightest winter ever “ 
And Patrick Cosgrave, writing in 
the Spectator, talks quite seriously 
about the possibility of a military 
coup in England. In England! The 
Mother of Parliaments! The home 
of the Glorious Revolution of 1688! It 
is, one would think inconceivable, 
and Mrs. Cosgrave is fidgety at the 
mere mention of the possibility, 
even as would be, let us say, a 
reporter for Osservatore Romano, 
discussing 
the 
prospect 
of 
the 
Pope’s 
resignation 
in 
order 
to 
m arry. 
But Cosgrave is finally 
unflinching, and leans where he can 
on other authority. “ That brilliant 
historian Mr. Alistair Home,” he 
writes, 
“has 
drawn 
disturbing 
parallels 
between 
the 
Chilean 
e x p e r i e n c e 
and 
the 
l ikely 
development of our own But we can 
hardly believe it could happen here. 
Well: could it? The answer is, yes, 
of course” 
Here is what especially qualifies 
England these days for a collapse of 
the parliam ent. 
1. The political leaders are not 
trusted. Mr Heath went to power 
promising genuine reforms, most 
particularly an effective set of laws 
governing the trades unions, whose 
antinomianism 
had 
become 
a 
national scandal not unrelated to 
Mr. Wilson’s looming impotence in 
the last months of his tenure. The 
laws were more or less passed. Then 
the unions, like the students in 


America 
during 
the 
wild 
60’s, 
nudged up against authority to learn 
whether there was anything there 
really to stop them. There wasn’t. 
The unions twice brought Heath to 
his 
knees. 
The 
public, 
though 
restive, was not mutinous. It did not 
demand exemplary action aimed at 
bringing the unions to heel. 
2. 
The 
gulf 
between 
official 
rhetoric and public reality grows. 
For all that everyone in England 
takes 
vows 
to 
parliamentary 
s u p r e m a c y , 
i n c r e a s i n g l y 
Parliament is circumvented. Heath 
does it with his European policies 
and his Pay Board; Wilson condones 
riotous Labor opposition; and the 
L i b e r a l , 
J e r e m y 
T h o r p e , 
experiments with reforms which 
would simply destroy Parliament. 
What 
Mr. 
Cosgrave 
calls 
the 
“spider’s web of consensus’’ 
is 
threatening to collapse. If public 
officials 
do 
not 
follow 
the 
Constitution 
(I 
transpose 
an 
American formulation), why should 
others do so? 
3. Others, in this case, is most 
specifically the British military. 
Here is an important point: the 
British military is at this moment 
totally professional. There are no 
conscripts there, to side with “the 
people” or to defy orders the 


parliamentary provenance of which 
is in dispute. Moreover, in times of 
great national stress, the military 
tend to be, as Cosgrave puts it, “the 
final 
repository 
of 
patriotism, 
though 
it 
is usually a simple, 
s o m e t i m e s 
a 
narrow, 
and 
occasionally 
an 
embittered 
patriotism.” And this is an army 
that has experienced its own Algeria 
— in Northern Ireland, where it got 
its stomach full not only of terrorist 
lead, but of political rhetoric. What 
might trigger it to act? 
4. There are even now tanks 
surrounding 
Heathrow 
Airport. 
There is talk of widespread urban 
guerilla warfare. There is talk that 
no general election would be called 
largely because it wouldn’t settle 
anything. If the Conservatives were 
voted back in, they would move 
from 
impotence 
to 
impotence. 
Labor would only go back in on the 
shoulders 
of 
a 
revolutionary 
mandate the British aren’t going to 
give. Therefore? 


The international consequences of 
such an event would probably prove 
as drastic as the French Revolution. 
I suppose one should be grateful that 
at least it would end the bickering 
between 
C ongress 
and 
the 
President.

The idea is to save energy, reports 
Herb Perry, building maintenance 
supervisor. He was directed by city 
engineer Barry Gustafson to try 
lowering the pool temperature to 
conserve energy. 
Perry says he lowered it from the 
normal 82 to 79 degrees, which 
makes us complainers look like 
fools. Seventy-nine sounds womb 
warm. President Nixon requested 
home thermostats to be set at 68

temperature of 79. 
But be advised that 79 degrees in 
water doesn’t feel the same as it 
does out of water, if that is the 
temperature we have been shivering 
about.

No one needs to be told that time 
marches on, that dust to dust we 
come to the inevitable end. It’s 
always sad, however, when someone 
close passes on. 
Such was the case this week when 
Lompoc oldtimers learned of the 
death 
of 
Lillian 
Williams 
who 
served Lompoc High School years 
ago as principal. 
Marguerite 
Hall 
called to relate the 
news. As a personal 
friend 
she 
was 
saddened. This sent 
me 
on 
a 
little 
search. Millie Allen 
in 
th e 
s c h o o l 
district 
helped 
a 
little, and some key 
information 
came 
from 
Irma 
Henderson. But it wasn’t until I 
called Myra Manfrina that I finally 
tracked down Gibby Martin. Martin 
came up with a priceless six-inch 
thick volume of clippings that told a 
lot about Miss Williams and the 
times early in this century. 


In the words of Ethel Horn Smith, 
Miss Williams taught Latin and 
physical education. “Today’s young 
ladies have nc acquaintance with 
P.E. as w'e knew it,” she said. “She 
taught classes in body building that 
would stun the Miss of today and we 
loved it. With Miss Scroggy at the 
piano, we went through drills with 
wands, Indian clubs and all that 
went with it, such as knee bends, 
deep breathing and a lot I can’t 
recall. You can bet there wasn’t a 
flabby girl in the school with Miss 
Williams at the helm.” 
Fragmentary records show Miss 
Williams taught in the district prior 
to 1914, that she was principal of 
Lompoc 
High 
School, 
that 
she 
taught Latin and that she left for 
Stockton in about 1923. 
Students at Lompoc High School 
dedicated their first yearbook to 
Miss Williams in 1923. “To Miss 


Williams in an effort to express the 
gratitude we hold in our hearts for 
the wonderful and unselfish service 
you have given us for so many years 
we wish to dedicate this our first 
annual to you, 1923. ’’ That summed 
up the student appreciation. 
Some of those times were recalled 
this week as oldtimers noted her 
passing.
